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NEW DISCOVERY 
AIDS MOTORISTS 


Experiment Expected To Find 
New Use For Old Crankcase 
Oil Now Being Discarded. 


Gettysburg motorists may benefit, 
financially, by a new experiment that, 
if proven successful, may mean a sav­ 
ing of a considerable sum of money 
of drivers of automobiles. 
It is an 
experiment designed to make further 
use of old crank-case oil, which has 
been regarded unfit for further use. 
Dr. C. D. Miller, who is engaged in 
research work fit the department of 
agricultural engineering of the Agri­ 
cultural College of the Alabama Poly­ 
technic Institute, has 
succeeded 
in 
working out a method for reclaiming 
or laundering old oil at a cost esti­ 
mated by him at less than five cents a 
gallon. 
In studying the problem, Dr. Mil­ 
ler found that oil does not "wear out” 
by use in a crankcase, and neither 
does it change its composition. 
Some 
losses occur mechanically and by oxi­ 
dation, but oil 
itself remains sub­ 
stantially the same as it was before 
used. It is rendered unfit for service 
by contamination with other sub­ 
stances, such as carbon and other 
solids, and certain 
constituents 
of 
gasoline. 
The removal of these substances is 
all that is required for its successful 
reclamation. 
This can be done by 
pouring the oil into a tank, adding a 
washing 
powder, , blowing 
steam 
through it for about three hours, al­ 
lowing it to settle, and then drawing 
off the oil from the ton, leaving the 
foreign substances, both solid and 
liquid, ia the bottom. 
When treated this way the steam is 
partly condensed, dissolving the wash­ 
ing powder, which has the property of 
loading down the carbon and other 
solid particles in the oil with a film of 
the solution, causing them to coagu­ 
late somewhat as casein coagulates in 


milk when it curdles. This causes tho I 
bot- * 
solid particles to settle to the 
tom of the container, forming a layer 
of sludge or muck between the oil It

To Be Treated to Christmas Festivity 


Pottsville.^—Although 
the 
usual 
Christmas cheer will he missing in 
many of the mining 
hamlets 
of 
Schuylkill county this year, there will 
be a broader and more public spirited 
observance as the result of a de­ 
termination of those not affected by 
the four months’ suspension to play 
Santa Claus for the children of the 
miners. 
In Pottsville with its diversified in­ 
dustries, business has been curtailed 
to some extent by the idleness in the 
outlying sections, but the Christmas 
programs annually carried out are ex­ 
periencing no interference. 
Several 
of the smaller mining towns 
have 
agreed to do away with all expense 
attending community Christmas tree 
exercises and utilize available contri­ 
butions to take relief directly to the 
homes of those families in which there 
is want. 
Presents of toys and cloth­ 
ing will be distributed Christmas eve 
and Christmas morning in many such 
towns. 
Lansford decided to dispense with 
its municipal Christmas tree and use 
the money for relief purposes, special 
contributions being asked for this pur­ 
pose. 
Mahanoy City made a similar 
decision, but one of the amusement 
concerns of that city volunteered to 
furnish the tree and trim it without 


cost to the community. 
At Shenan­ 
doah, where tho town depends almost 
entirely upon its coal mines for a livli­ 
hood, such Christmas funds as are 
provided will be used for food and oth­ 
er necessities of life. 
The 
meat 
dealers of Minersville combined to 
provide the community treo there and 
candy for the children while other 
public funds will be used for relief 
purposes. 
Thus far there has been little dis­ 
tress reported in Schuylkill county. 
Some families whose savings have be­ 
come exhausted have sought help but 
tho mine locals have been able to care 
for these eases without outside aid. 
In several of the surrounding mining 
towns a live Santa Claus has been 
devoting his entire time to visiting 
the schools, distributing candy 
ami 
toys among the more needy. 
The Christmas business in the min­ 
ing towns has been affected and gifts 
of sentiment generally have 
given 
way to the demand of necessities. One 
business man of Pottsville has plan­ 
ned to give 250 dinners to families of 
the county on condition that his iden­ 
tify shall not be revealed. 
A large 
clothing firm has also planned to turn 
over to charitableaorganizations stocks 
j of shop worn clothing of all sizes for 
distribution among the needy.
